THE GOLD VIELD OF 1897 


The reports that have come 
from the gold mining districts of 
the world as to the amount of the 
yield tor the first half of 1897 
indicate that the output for the 
yeac will far exceed that of 1896. 
There is not one of the old dis- 
tricts of importance that does not 
show unusual activity and give 
promise of a larger output. Besides 
this, many new districts are 
adding something to the total. 
The African yield tor 1896 was 
about the same as that for 1895; 
but for the first five months of 
1807 the returns show a product of 
1,156,002 ounces, At this rate, 
without any further increase for 


the rest of the year, the Rand 
would yield $1,000,000 more in 


gold than it did last year. It is 
more tham likely, providing no 
political troubles arise, that the 
figures for the next seven months 
will be greater in proportion than 
the first five; for many large 
stamps are beginning todvop onto 
large properties in which immense 
ore bodies have been developed, 
and there is a promise of more 
increase of crushings from. tiiis 
source than there will bea decrease 
from the closing up of mines that 
will not pay a profit under the 
present conditions. 
tralian colonies generally there is

Russia is looked upon as the 
coming gold field — particularly 
Russia in Asia. Into Siberia and 
along the Caucasus of late a large 
number of experienced mining 
engineers from other gold fields 
have gone, sent by capitalists of

vogue there will soon be improved 


and the output of gold inerensed | 


not only through the opening up of 
new districts, but also through 
the working of lower grades of 


gravel, 
The older districts in British 
Columbia have increased their 


yield during the first months of 
this year. There area great many 
mines being opened up with large 
capital in Ontario and in the newer 
districts of British Columbia. 
Besides this, reports that rival the 
early days in California come from 
the Clondike placers on the Yukon, 

In Colorado the Cripple Creek 
output has shown a large increase 
over last year, and there is also a 
perceptible increase in the receipts 
at the Denver mint from nearly 
all the other districts of that 
state, Many mills are being built 
and a large amount of low-grade 
ore, which under previous condi- 
tions could not be worked, is now 
being crushed. In California 
there is hardly one of the old min- 
‘ig counties in which a number of 

irge new mills have not been 
‘rected, The best evidence of the 
fact that the gold yield of Califor- 
nia is ineceasing is in this that the 
number of stamps falling is large- 
ly increasedand very few mineg or 
mills have been shut down. 

Alaska 1s increasing its output 
largely along the coast from the 
quartz mines, aud there will be 
10 per cent more stamps dropping 
than there were last year. 

In Arizona, New Mexico, Idaho, 
Nevada and Montana more capi- 
tal has been invested within the 
last 18 months than for half a 
decade before. 

Altogether, in the old districts— 
not only those which have con: 
tinued their output, but many 
which had been abandoned—and 
in new districts the world over 
there is greater activity and evi- 
dence of an increase of yield 
than there was last year. It is 
altogether too early to predict 
how much the inerease will be 
over the output of 1896, but that it 
will be large there is no doubt. 
What is best is the fact that the 
development work now being done 
willinsure a large yield for years 
to come and great activity in the 
industry.—Mining and Scientific

Everyone expected 
quite a rush here this summer, but the 
looked-for railroad not arriving has 
made things somewhat quiet at pres- 
ent, but a considerable amount of 
building is going steadily on, the most 
prominent of which is Mr, Cumming’s 
new residence and the Alberta Hotel, 


both of which are just about com- 
pleted, Within the last few days 
there has been a recording office 


opened here which saves the miners 
from going to Midway to have their 
claims recorded, and the new customs 
office will be opened in a day or two 
great convenience to 
business men bere, Just latelya num- 
ber of placer claims have been located 
on the Kettle river adjoiningthe town 


jut they: 


and it issomewhat of a mystery as yet 
to an outsider how it is panning out 
from the fact that all available ground 
is being taken up, and as they are 
putting in a water wheel to raise the 
water and have machinery coming to 
catch the fine gold, it must be all 
right, 

Regarding the quartz mines, thev 
are acknowledged by all to be second 
tonone in B.C., and all that is re- 
quired to make this a great mining 
centre is, means of transportation, as 
the nearest railroad at present is the 
Spokane & Northern, forty miles dis- 
tant.

O, K.. Mountain Monarch, Lucky Boy, 
and Belle of Ottawa, all paying propo- 
sitions, but as yet not much developed, 
The Pathfinder has a force of men at 
work who are taking out pay ore, also 
the Strawberry, owned by Cody and 
Stevens, and several others, the names 
of which I cannot call to 
mind just now, All these and many 
more will be great mines yet, just as 
soon as we get better transportation, 
the capital will come in to develop 
these properties, Then there is here 
what very few if any other mining 
districts in B, ©, can boast of, namely, 
a magnificent farming and fruit 
growing country, 

On an invitation from Mr, Covert a 
small party of us drove out to his 
place, four miles up the river, a few 
days ago. A good team, splendid 
road, overhung with majestic pines,

a List of Calgary Plants—The Mis- 
sion Hill Was His Hunting Ground 


The Rey. Dr. Campbell, the weil 
known Montreal clergyman, spent a 
day in Calgary last June, and being 
an ardent botanist, utilized his time in 
visiting the Mission Hill examining 
the flora of that locality, The follow- 
ing letter exhibits the results of his 
investigations, and will prove inter- 
esting reading to bovanical students 
around Calgary: 

To the Editor of Tur Hrrap. 

DEAR Siz,--Thave been long in re- 
ming wy promise to you to furnish 
for your readers a catalogue ot the 
Vants IT picked up during the day that 

had ihe good fortune to spend in and 
near Calgary about the end of June 
last, in return for the good offices you 
were kind enough to render me on the 
vwecasion. But | was so oceupied with 
collecting and caring specimens for 
two or three weeks afterwards, in my 
journey through the mountains to 
British Columbia and back home to 
Montreal, that nothing else could re- 
ceive attention. Now, however, | 
have recovered my breath and I send 
you the following list of the plants 
with which I have cvecited Calgary. 
They were inostly found in the marsh 
or on the wooded bluff across the 
bridge beyond the Mission, the hunt- 
ing ground to which you were soagood 
as to direct me,
